Looking  at  the  cultural  aspect  of  Junior  College,  we  find  depart- 
ment which  is  growing  and  prospering  and  adding  greatly  to  the 
name  of  J.  J.  C.  Of  course,  when  the  name  of  Dr.  Hal  Dellinger  is 
mentioned,  the  Music  Department  comes  into  mind.  Each  year  now 
the  addition  of  new  musical  organizations  has  made  the  name  of 


JJC  music  known  to  us  all. 

In  a recent  interview  with  Dr. 
Dellinger,  he  stated  that  the  music 
department  consists  of  the  Junior 
College  Choir,  the  Joliet  Junior  Col- 
lege Community  Little  Symphony, 
The  Joliet  Junior  College  Community 
Oratorio  Society,  and  a new  addition 
this  year  of  a JJC  Dance  Band. 

The  Little  Symphony  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Peter  Labella,  first 
performed  this  year  for  the  North 
Central  Association  of  Junior  Co1- 
leges  on  October  18.  The  program 
consisted  of  The  Imnres-ario  Over- 
ture by  Mozart, Symphiny  No.  8 (Fir?t 
Movement)  by  Beethoven,  Va’se 
Triste  by  Sibelius  and  popular  *av- 


orites  by  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein. 

The  first  appearance  of  the  Junior 
College  Choir,  with  Dr.  Dellinger  as 
director,  was  also  at  the  North  Cen- 
tral Association  of  Junior  Colleges. 
At  a morning  concert  at  Hotel  Louis

This  year  the  choir  plans  to  take 
another  trip  as  an  effort  of  good  will 
on  the  part  of  our  college  around 
Joliet  and  Will  County. 

On  of  the  newer  members  of  the 
Music  Department  is  the  Oratoriol 
Society  which  was  formed  last  year.

A faculty  music  recital  and  three  one-act  plays 
have  been  scheduled  as  part  of  Joliet  Junior 
College’s  Fine  Arts  Festival  this  week . 

The  faculty  recital,  the  first  in  the  college's 
history,  will  be  at  10  a.m.  Thursday  in  Room  122 
of  the  Wabash  Valley  Building  on  the  campus.  It 
is  open  to  the  public  without  charge. 

Faculty  members  who  will  perform  are  Dr. 
Hal  Dellinger,  head  of  the  music  department; 
Jerry  E.  Lewis  and  William  E.  Krause,  both 
music  instructors  at  the  college. 

Dr.  Dellinger,  a pianist,  has  been  a member  of 
the  JJC  faculty  since  1949.  He  holds  bachelor’s 
and  master’s  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Kansas  and  a doctorate  from  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. He  is  a member  of  the  Illinois  Music 
Educators  Association,  Phi  Mu  Alpha  Sinfonia 
and  Phi  Delta  Kappa.  Dr.  Dellinger  was  in- 
strumental in  organizing  the  JJC-Community 
Symphony  last  year. 

Lewis,  who  plays  trumpet,  joined  the  faculty  in 
September.  1971.  He  is  director  of  bands  at  JJC 
and  holds  bachelor’s  and  master’s  degrees  in 
music  from  Indiana  University.  He  is  a member 
of  Kappa  Kappa  Psi  and  Phi  Mu  Alpha  Sinfonia. 
Lewis  was  director  of  bands  at  Central  Junior 
High  School  in  Bloomington,  Ind.,  from  1966-71. 

A clarinetist,  Krause  came  to  JJC  in  1965.  He 
has  taught  music  in  Brighton  and  Winfield, 
Iowa;  Eagle,  Colo.,  and  Albion  and  Spencer, 
Neb.  He  holds  bachelor’s  and  master’s  degrees 
in  music  from  the  University  of  Nebraska  and  in 


1953  received  the  Sinfonia  Composition  Award. 
Krause  also  plays  flute  and  saxophone. 

The  student-directed  one-act  plays  will  be  at  8 
p.m.  Saturday  and  at  2 and  8 p.m.  Sunday,  May 
14  in  the  Rend  Lake  Building.  Admission  is  free 
and  the  public  is  invited. 

Plays  to  be  presented  include  "Winners”  by 
Brian  Friel,  "This  Property  Is  Condemned”  by 
Tennessee  Williams,  and  "Adaptation”  by 
Elaine  May.

Student  director  Sharon  Smith*  says,  "Win- 
ners” deals  with  the  teenage  romance  of  Maggie 
Enright  and  Joe  Brennan.  The  play  takes  place 
in  Ballymore,  Ireland,  where  Joe  and  Maggie 
"try  to  study  for  final  examinations,  but  do  more 
dreaming  than  studying,”  reports  Miss  Smith. 

Linda  Mock  will  direct  "This  Property  Is 
Condemned.”  The  drama  centers  around  a 13- 
year-old  girl  who  meets  a young  man  while 
wandering  along  a railroad  track.  The  scene 
takes  place  in  a deserted  old  boarding  house  in  a 
small  Mississippi  town  in  1940.  "Death,  poverty, 
the  misuse  of  sex  and  the  decline  of  morality  and 
the  family  structure  are  some  of  the  themes 
present  in  this  typical  Williams’ -exercise  in 
human  relations,"  said  Miss  Mock.
